San Francisco, Oab. 28.— The Durrant 
oaao ia nearing ita oloae, and will probably 
go to the jury on Thursday or Friday. At- 
torney Dickinson will probably complete hia 
argument to-morrow morning, and if poasi 
bio Eugene N. Douproy will tako up tho af- 
ternoon of that day, District Attornoy 
BarneB expects to begin hia argument on 
Wodneaday mornirjg and to oomplote it on 
that day. Judge Murphy has spent sevoral 
days and nighta working on it. Hia ruling 
have been cona6rval)ivo and fair during the 
trial, and though the records contain many 
exceptions, they aro upon no vital points. 
How long the jury will take to roaoh a eon- 
oluBion ia problematical. Tho exhibits are 
numerous, and in some oases will require a 
good deal of study. Thia ia particularly so 
in the notes of Durrant und Qlaaer— which 
Attorney Diokinaon aald wero so different 
that one could not bo said to be a copy of 
the other— and the handwriting of Durranb 
and the Rev. Gibson. Tho surroundings 
of the aunburnora, which involve the extent 
to which Durrant would have boon over- 
come by gas had ho had tho experience ha 
alleged, will also have to bo considered. 
This technical evidence is second in import- 
ance, to the evidenoe aa to Durruot'e being in 
Blanche Lamont's oompany on the afternoon 
of the murder. In connection with tho ool- 
lego leoturea it la understood District Attor- 
ney Barnes will parallel the two sets of 
notes and arguo that Durrant'B oould not be 
more liko Glaser's without having beon 
copied verbatim, and that thoy are such as 
would bo produced by one making notes 
from another's reading und disouBslon. Tho 
Diatricb Attorney will also attack the roll 
call, and will again call attention to the 
error that ooourred in marking Student 
Garvin absent when be waa preaent. The 
position of the jury as to tho roll call will 
influonoe the verdict. 

As to the handwriting of the address onjtho 
paokage in whioh the dead girl's rings were 
returned to Mrs. Noblo, tho jury will bo 
asked to judge this for itself and to consider 
tho farther similarity betwoen the writing 
on tho paokage sent to Dlokinson with a 
strap on whioh Blanche Lamont'a name was 
printed. The rings offered to Pawnbroker 
Oppenheim by witness Lanihan and thab of 
Blanche Lamont, which, ib is alleged, was 
offered for sale by Durrant, have already 
been examined by the jury, as haB beon the 
ol&hing of the two young men, and those 
exhibits will probably oonaumo little time, 
There Ib a mass of testimony, but most of it 
haa already been digested by the jurors. 
Owing to its technical nature the general 
opinion iB that the jurors will give it con 
siderable consideration. 

The Examiner says that the contents of 
the mysterious letter whioh was to bo 
opened in case Theodore Durrant was con- 
victed are known. He makes the statement 
that he saw the last details of the murder, 
and saw the Rev. J. George Gibson and an- 
other man prominent in church affairs bend- 
ing over the body of Blanche Lamont. The 
Examiner aaya that although Durrant ro 
queBted his lawyerB not to open the letter 
until ho was convicted, they havo opened it, 
and bo remarkable were the statements it 
contained that oven they did nob bolievo 
them, and refrained from ualng them in Dur- 
rani's defenoe. 

The strange story of an alleged plot in con- 
nection with tho trial oamo to light to-day 
through a letter addressed to tho coroner. 
The police claim to have known of tho plot 
for some time and thab the knowledge of the 
plot has been discovered led Attorney Dou- 
prey, of the defence, to abandon tho oaao 
and leave the closing management of tho 
eiae to Gen. Dickinson, who, it is alleged, 
did nob know of tho plot. Six men, accord- 
ing to tho atory, wero to swear to false 
atatemonta prepared for them, as alleged, 
by the defence. Tho polico Bay tho plan 
was ooncelved entirely by Durranb and 
oarried out largely under his directions by 
tho aid of one of hia counsel. The plan 
waa to make suoh ovldcnco as would prove 
an alibi for Durrant and ab tho same time 
implicate Rev. Gcorgo Gibson in tho murder 
of both Blanohe Lamont and Minnie Wil- 
liams. One of the8e alleged witnesses, who 
by his letter to tho coroner confosEoa his part 
in tho plot, said ho and others wore ready to 
manufacture an alibi ; bub when they woro 
aakod to Implicate Rav. Mr. Gibson they 
weakened and gavo a hint to tho polico, 
whioh spoiled tho whole plot, A [otter 
dated October 27, and signed Goorgo Rey- 
nolds, is ub follows : 

" To-night I will seek roBt from all 
worldly earns in those waters near tho Cliff 
house. I write this so you nood havo no in- 
quest or identification. I was somo months 
ago to bo a witnosB in tho Durranb trial for 
the muidor of Minnie Williams. I send yoa 
a statement propared for mo to learn, with 
fivo other mon named Smythe, Dugan, 
Stowart, Taylor and Harrington. I object 
to tako part in tho matter because part of 
tho plan is to implloato Preacher Gibson. I 
nBaiated E. M. Thayer, Durrant'B friend, in 
fixing up the plan, Smythe, Dugan and 
Stewart wero to be witnesses in tho Lamont 
cubo, I tried to get the statements of the 
other fivo to onoloso with this, but tlioy 
would nob give thorn up. Smytho waB to 
say Blar.cho Lamont waa at his houso noar 
Hay wards, until April C, when aho left frr 
home. The strap with Blancho Lamont's 
name on it I marked myaelf with her namo. 
I out off tho end of the strap and sent it to 
Chief Crowley throe months ago, with othor 
matter, Dickinson's explanation about tho 
strap is olever, bub very improbable. Iam 
not surprised Douproy ia sick, and I should 
think Diokinaon would bo sick, too. Dugan 
and Stewart woro to say thoy had been at 
Dr. Anthony's funeral In Oakland on Fri- 
day, April 5, and when roturnlng saw Mias 
Lamont on the ferry boat, Dugan knowing 
her well. A plan was also to produoo a 
bloody hnndkorohiof with the initial G, 
moaning Gibeon, upon it. I lettered five 
othor handkerchiefs, and Thayor Bonb thorn 
by messenger to Gibson, with a card written 
by Smythe saying : ' From four infant class 
glrle,' (Tho bloody handkerohief was to bo 
offered as having boon found in a lob back of 
the ohuroh on April 14, bub Ib waa never de- 
livered, because we deolined to take part in 
a plot to impllcato Gibson. This ia all I 



have to say. Lab Durrant tell the rest. 
George Reynolds." 

Accompanying tho letter was a lengthy 
statement comprising the purported bogus 
testimony, which Reynolds was to learn be- 
fore going on the witnesa stand. Thia state- 
ment waB typewritten and baoked in legal 
form. Ib waa nob written by tho writer of 
the letter, beoauae in the typewritten state- 
ment several corrections had boen made 
with a pen in a handwriting which differed 
from that in Reynolds' letter. 

Coroner Hawkins Baid : " I have turned 
thia letter over to the poliae for investiga- 
tion, Ib looks like a hoax, bub it Ib posaible 
thab Durrant or someono conneoted with tho 
defonoo may have prepared thia atory as Rny- 
nolda says. The sbatomenb whioh aooompan- 
ied tho lebter shows careful work, and was 
no doubt prepared by someono who had 
mads a oloao study of the oaee. If Durrant 
oould prove what iB stated in tho document 
he would go forth a freo man." 

The subjtanoa of Reynolds' typewritten 
statomenb waB that ho had known Durrant 
for ten yeura, that ho had mot him on tho 
evening of April 12, the night Minnie Wil- 
liams was murdered, The statement says 
he mot him on Howard street, whoro thoy 
tulkod some time, In a friendly Bcullh Dur- 
rant waa unintentionally thrown to the 
ground. Durranb said ho waB sorry he had 
gob dirb on hia clothes aa ho had got to go to 
a party where thore would bo ladiea preaent. 
Durranb then lefb for Dr. Vogel'a houao and 
witness, looking at the clock, noticed it was 
8 35 p.m. 

George R. King ia annoyed, but in no way 
exercised, over a rumor to the effect that he 
haB no alibi for the night Minnie William 
was murdered. He thinka he la more com- 
petent to aottle the question of his where 
abouts on the evening of the 12 h of April 
than tho residents of the Mission. Ho clalmB 
that ho can establish a oomplote alibi for 
thab fateful nlghb in April, and that ho can 
produce witneaBea to provo where be wap at 
certain hours and how ho passed the time. 
He ia very oonfident concerning the relia- 
bility of his alibi, and ridicules the possi- 
bility of its being shattered. He aaya he 
passed the evening ub he often did other 
evenings at the Tivoli, and that nothing un- 
uBual ooourred, To the polico Georgo King 
made the statement that he was at the 
Tivoli on the evening of April 12, and thab 
ho waa accompanied by Jaok Howard. 
Thia atatoment is verified by Howard.

As to tho division of Bhamo 
among them I care little enough, but hope 
that my country wil), for ita own good, bo 
mado oonscious and exhibited to the world 
for ita own full share, whatever that may 
bo. May God in His mercy send a speedy 



end to tho governing Turk und all his doingi 
— as I aaid when I could say, and oven 
sometimes do, so I say in my politioal de- 
oropitude or death. Always sincerely youra. 

William E. Gladstone." 
Tho bridal bouqneb intended for Miss C. 
Vanderbilb upon the occasion of her mar- 
riage on November 6 to iho Duke of Marl- 
borough will bo taken to Mew York to-day 
by a stoamahip sailing from Liverpool. Ib 
ia exceptionally largo and beautiful and Ib 
made from the ohoioesb end moab valuablo 
flowers ever gathered in bhe historic gar- 
dens and conservatories of Blenheim palace. 
This magnificent bouquet, whioh is moab 
tastefully arranged, is twelve feeb In olr- 
oumforenca. 

Aooording to a diapatoh to Novoe Vremya 
from Seoul, the oapital of Korea, the King 
has chosen another Queen, and has assumed 
the title of Emperor. Ib ia aho stated thab 
the heir apparent is being sent ao an envoy 
to America and England with the i.bjoct of 
getting him out of the country, and prepar- 
ing the way to the throno for the Prince, 
who atanda in high favor. 

An extensive anti-foreign outbreak iB ex- 
pected ab Canton, Four hundred braves en- 
listed here by the viceroy have gone to that 
oity. 

A senur-tion has been caused in Strasburg 
by the arreat at Colmar of Herr Preisa, a 
deputy from Alaace Lorraine, oharged with 
declaring In an interview that the Alsatians 
do nob recognize the Franoo-German treaty, 
oeding Alaace and Lorraine to Germany, and 
thab thoy look to France to make good tho 
humiliations of 1870 71- The police made a 
visit to Herr Preiaa' house with no known 
resulb, and the latter has promised the auth- 
orities to publish a contradiction of the al- 
leged interview. 

The Fronoh ministry, whioh has jost re. 
signed, waB formed on January 26 by M. 
Rlbot, after the fall of the Dnpuyjmln- 
istry. Ib was composed of the following 
members : M. Ribot, prime minister and 
miniBter of finance ; M. Hanotanx, minister 
of foreign affairB ; General Surlinder, min- 
ister of war ; Admiral Besnard, minister of 
marine ; M. Trarieux, minister of justice ; 
M. Loyguee, minister of the interior ; M. 
Poincarre, minister of publio instruotlon 
and worahlp ; M. Dupuy Dutemps, miniator 
of publio works ; M. Lebon, minister of oom- 
moroe ; M. Gadaud, minister of agriculture ; 
M, Chautemps, minister of the colonies. 

Ib was officially announced to-day that 
Princesa Maud of Waloa, youngest daughter 
of the Prince and Princess of Wales, is be- 
trothed to Prince Charles of Denmark. The 
Princess was born Nov. 2G, 18G9 and the 
Prince was born Aug. 3, 1872 Prinoe 
Charles Is tho second son of Prinoe Fredeeiok, 
heir apparent to tho throne of Denmark, 
whose father, the King of Denmark, is also 
tho father of the Princess of Wales. 



THE UNSPEAKABLE TURK. 

Another Armenian BIriBsacre Accompanied by 
Almost Untenable Outraue, 

Constantinople, Oct. 28, — Another ter- 
rible maesacro of Armenians is reported to 
have occurred recently in the dietriob of 
Buiburt, betwoen Erzeroum and Trehlzond. 
According to advicea received here, a mob 
of 500 MuBBulmana and Lizos, a great ma- 
jority of whom wore armed with Martini- 
Henri rifios, mi:.do an attack upon the Ar- 
menians inhabiting tho several vilagoa in 
thab vioinity, and aot fire to their hounoa 
and schools. When the; Armenians fled 
from thoir dwollinga, they wero shot down 
as they ran, and a considerable numbsr of 
men and women wero fastened to BtakoB and 
burned alivo. Any Armenian women who 
fell Into the handa of tho mob, ibis uBBerted, 
wero outraged and brutally mutilated. The 
ohurohoa wero desecrated and the villages 
attacked woro pillaged. The oattle and all 
portable property of any valuo belonging to 
tho Armenians, wore driven away and oar- 
ried off by tho rlotors. During tho dis- 
turbance 150 Armenians are reported to 
havo boon killed. 

A few of tho surviving villagers applied 
to tho governor of Baiburt for protection, 
who, after hearing their complaint, senb 
bhroo polioemen to tho scone of the mas- 
sacre, bub nob until after bhe slaughter was 
ended. The Turkish officials, ib ie claimod, 
know who wore the ringleaders of tho out- 
break in Baiburt district, but apparently no 
steps have been taken to arrest them.

Vancouver, Oct. 28.— The body of Thoa. 
J. Freeman, wharfinger of the Union Steam- 
ship Company, was found thin morning 
floating in the inlet near the Union S.S. 
wharf. Ho waa laat Been oarly this morn- 
ing. Nothing ia known further. When 
the body waB found the head bore evidence 
of a wound. His watoh and money nob be- 
ing dieoovered foul piny waa feared. Upon 
a subsequent Bearoh tbo watoh and §41 were 
found, which seomed to dispose, of tho foul 
play theory, and tho inquest roaulted in a 
verdiot of " Accidental death," The deceiv- 
ed was a native of Yorkshire, England, and 
was unmarried. 

Freight businoBB on tho CP. R. has novor 
been bo large a9 it is to day, aDd it is con- 
stantly increasing. Ono good featuro of the 
augmented busineea is that there ia now 
three timeB more froight Kiab bound than 
West bound. Recontly the froight depart- 
ment found it neooBaary to return Weat 167 
emptioB in ono train, principally to satisfy 
tho demands of the shingle mllla. The 
shingle business at present rates is not pro- 
fitable freight, but, as a prominent oiiiolal 
expressed it, the company beliovo that by 
assisting the producers all in their power 
they will reap ihoir reward when, partly 
through their efforts, tho business of the 
country becomes ten times as great as at 
present. 

Coko will some of these days have to be 
carried from the Island in great quantities 
to the Kootenay smelters; this will inoreaso 
the freight business very materially.

I saw a blutant paragraph in the Woakling 
rotative to that tempest in a teapot " tho 
Oakland fire hall." The writer, with the 
truth that is half a lio, ignorant of or wii 
fully misrepresenting fact, easaya in his bost 
rein of sarcasm to castigate a majority of 
the beeb men In tho council, reproaching 
them with a want of public spirit, and with 
squandering of tho ratepayer's money, etc, 
etc 

Aa I am poated on thia aamo fire hall in- 
vestment from its inception, and reading 
what I did in the Weakling, I have come 
to tho conclusion that a hue and cry ugainst 
any body of men acting as servants of the 
public should be taken, not with a grain, 
but with a huge pinoh of salt. Brit fly, the 
fants are these : Two of the largest rato- 
paporB in tho vicinity Baw the necessity of 
soma protection against firo in ordor to les 
son the insurance rates of tho whole locality.

Tho Islander 
went through her lineB, bub in the attempt 
the Quulra moved gracefully down the 
ways uuii jurt-d and in perfectly seaworthy 
condition. Inatead of going around to 
Eiquimalt, aa had born intend id, if Injured, 
she was therefore able to oomo ii"o the 
harbor at once with tho R. P. Rllh.it by 
her side. Speaking of the acoidenb yster- 
day Captain Walbran gives the entiro credit 
of floating the Btoamer to Captain Irving. 
Captain Walbran stateB that Chatham 
Point was mistaken by him and 
both hia assistant officers In, the amoky 
atmosphere whioh prevailed ub the timo of 
tho aocident, for Cadboro Point— one mile to 
tho northward. The course of the stoamer 
waa therefore ohanged for Baynes chan- 
nel, SB the beacons in that passage 
required blackening. Shortly after altoring 
the oourse a little kelp was observed ahead. 
Then the course waa immediately altered 
again but owing to a strong ebb tide it was 
too late to clear tho reef upon which the 
vesael shortly after grounded, Concerning 
tho speed of the Quadra ab the timo she 
struck, Capt. Walbran Bays that the ves- 
sel " was going at a rate consistent with the 
safoty of the vessol and with tho dangers of 
tho locality and the character of the 
weather."

It matters little under what political 
disguise Mr. Tarte huB sinned. If he 
has sinned for the Tories bo much the 
more must the Torioa condemn him.

A POLITICAL PURIST. 

The Hon. Mr. Lmrier took with him in 
his late speech making tour in Oabarlo as a 
specimen Quebec's Liberal statesman and 
orator, Mr. Israel Tarte. It might ba sup 
posed that bo shrewd a politician and bo in 
toliigenb a man as Mr. Laurier would choose, 
nob only the ableeb, but the most unexcep 
tionable man of his party that was availa- 
ble. Not the least important part of the 
duty of a Grit orator In those days is to 
preaoh political purity. Thia being the 
case, it would never do for Mr. Laurier to 
take with him into Ontario a politician who 
had been mixed up in transactions that had 
caused tho fall from power, In 
disgrace, of a Liberal administra 
tlon. The co-laborer of the Leader 
of the Oppoeition should not only be sans 
peur, bub sans reproche. Critical Con 
aervatives should have no cause to point the 
finger of Beorn at Mr. Laurier's Frenoh 
Canadian friend and political associate It 
onght 4o be simply impossible for the moat 
censorious of hia political opponents tc 
speak about Mr. Tarte as the Toronto Mail 
and Empire does in its issue of tho 22ad 
Instant : 

Mr. Tarte 1b taking advantage of his tour 
to explain to hie Ontario audiences, as well 
he may, the particulars of some of the 
transactions in whioh he has been engaged. 
Dealing with one of these, tho making of 
notes for politioal purposes in the oleotion 
of 1801, ho says in a heated reply to the 
Mail and Empire that the money was raised 
after the campaign. His words uro : "After 

the election was over we know that our 
" oleotlons would bo protested. We made 
" notes. Mr. Erneab Paoaud, of Quebec, 
" made notes to his own order. Senator 
" Pellotier, Hon. Franools Langelier and 
" myself endorsed theae notes to make de- 
" posits in oourb. Is lb a crime to endorse 
"notes to make deposits in court? They 
" say these notes have been paid oub of the 
"Baia uos Chaleurs railway. I say that 
" 'j'nose who say so deliberately lie, beoauae 
"our deposits were thoro." This is a 
singular contradiction of Mr. Juatloo 
Jette'a finding. That learned judge 
went over the entire case, and said in 
hia report: "In order to provido for 
" electoral expenses during the Federal eloc- 
*' tion of 1S91, and for the deposits required 
" for the contestation of olecsions and the 
41 counter-petitions, Messrs. Paoaud, CharleB 
" Langelier, Francois Lmgolier, Tarte, Sen- 
ator Pelotior, and Mr. Meroier signed and 
" ondorsed oonioiatly a certain number of 
" notes amounting in all to tho sum of £23,- 
"000, and they had theso notes notes dis- 
'•counted at tho banks." " Theso notes 
" woro paid by Mr. Paoaud by monoy ob 
" tained from tho Baie doa Clialoura affair." 
Tho judge seems to think that tho notes 
were for eloctoral oxpenses, at all events in 
part, and that the Baie dos Chalours boodle 
was utilized in lifting them. Mr. Tarto, 
howover, doolares than thoae who Bay that 
tho notes wore paid out of the swag 
"He." It is a pity that judges do thiB 
sorb of thing. But poasibly Mr. Justioo 
Jotto will excuse himself on the ground that 
Paoaud misled him. As a matter of faot 
Pacaud Bworo that he had intended to pay 
tho money oub of eleotion Bubaoripbions, but 
ho found other monoy to lift them with — 
tho $100,000 boodlod from tho Baio doa 
Chaleura contractor to-wib. Mr. Turte ao- 
cords tho information that he mado a note 
for $1,000 during tho oleotion in Montmor- 
ency, whioh noto was endorsed by Mr. 
Charlos Langelier. This is surely a mis 
tako. Monoy waB, of oourso, used in tho 
Montmorenoy oampaign, because whon tho 
roeult was contested Tarto throw up tho 
sponge, thus, as was the case with Mr. Har- 
ty the other day, rendering an enquiry im- 
possible. Bub the Tarto-Langelier note 
whioh turnod up at tho Bale des Chaloura 
investigation waa for §2,000, not §1,000, as 
Mr. Tarte suppoeoB. 

Tarto, on the othor hand, whilo vigorously 
disputing details, is not in the slightest de- 
gree ashamed to contest!, and evon boast of, 
the wrong. " Oh, my Conservative friends 
"should remombor," he exolaimB, " that in 
" past days I havo done moro than ondorse 
"notes for thorn"— (laughtor) — "and if I wore 
" to give aooounb of the money that passed 
"through my hands — of my own monoy 
"oftentimos — thoro are some of tho Minis- 
" tora who would not look ao happy bb thoy 
"do to day." Here Is a man standing on a 
public platform and proclaiming his iniqui- 
ties to the amusement of his hearers. Wnab 
thoro was to laugh at in his announoomonb 
right-thinking men will fail to bob. Suroly 
it must atriko ua all that if thoro were no 



THB DNITUD STATES SENATE. 

The United Sbatee Senato ia just now In a 
very peculiar poaition. Two yeara ago the 
Senators representing poor and, ob regards 
population, small states held the balance of 
power. Senators representing a few hun- 
dred thousand people woro ablo to delay and 
obstruct legislation and to cause a measure 
passed by a large majority of tho repre- 
sentatives of the people to be altered and 
amended past recognition. Now lb ia the 
Populiat Sonatora who hold tho balance of 
power. Tho Republicans are more numer- 
ous than tho Democrats, but lb depends 
on Bix Populist Senators whether the Demo- 
crats or tho Republicans shall have the ma- 
jority. If the whole six Populists work 
with tho DomocratB the Democratic party 
will have the ascendency in the Senate. If 
two or throe of the Populists join the Re- 
publicans the Senate by their favor will be 
Republican. Bub the principles and tho 
policy of the Populista are very different 
from thoBO of the Republican party. The 
RepublicinB, as Senator Sherman has pointed 
out, are in favor of a high tariff; the 
Populiats advocate a low tariff On 
the subjoob of finanoo there is 
a still wider difference between Republicans 
and Populista ; tho former are for a carefully 
guarded bi metallism, while the latter de- 
mand tho unrestricted oolnago of silver. 
There can therefore be do alliance between 
the two parties without a great sacrifice of 
prinoiple on one aide or the other. It ie be- 
lieved thob the Democrats will make no 
effort to get command of the Senate. They 
wili leave the Republloan8 and Populista to 
make the best arrangement thoy can. And 
some kind of an allianoe seems to be 
necessary, for the Senato cannot be 
organized and tho committees ohosen 
unless ono party or other can command a 
majority. The fact that the Houbo o* 
Representatives ia Republican by a very 
large majority makes the task of bhe Sena- 
tors of that party all the more difficult and 
perplexing. Populists are' not very tract- 
able, and it is not likely bhab any of the six 
will abandon their principles merely to 
oblige the Republicans. It may be that two 
or threo of them might be made to aee the 
questions ab Ibbuo through Republican spec- 
tacles if tho right means were used. And 
bhey have in tho United States, as well as 
elsewhere, ways of enlightening the minds of 
legislators that the public are not often al- 
lowed to aee. 



both parties and ib does nob seem likely 
bhab suoh an allianoe will ever be possible. 
Party spirit and political ambition will, lb is 
almost certain, prevent tho formation of a 
purely gentile party and a purely Mormon 
party in Ucah. Tho Mormons, partly from 
habit and parbly from religious prinoipl?, 
will remain united, or nearly so; but oho 
Gentiles will divide and so plaoo tho State 
virtuully under tho rule of the Mormon min- 
ority. The situation in Utah is interesting. 

PROHIBITION IN MAINE. 

The reader will bo assisted in forming a 
pretty oorreob opinion of the bucoosb of tho 
working of the prohibitory liquor law in 
Maine, where lb has been over forty yeara 
on the Statuto Book by tho following extract 
from the Portland (Maine) Argus. 

" That there haa been a change of aenti- 
menb among thoughtful people in Maine of 
late conoernlng the efficacy of prohibition, 
we are nob permitted to doubb. The domin- 
ant party in thia Btate Is the republican, 
and ib UBes the prohibitory law as a olub. 
Were the dominant party tno democratic, it 
would very likely use the law in the same 
way. The fact is, the law is too dangerous 
a weapon to be pluoed in tho hands of either 
republicans or democrats. It should ba re- 
pealed. Even should the third party men, 
the prohibitionists par excellence, be in 
struBted with its enforcement, the resulb 
would In no long time be the samo. Thoy 
might, enforoe it impartially for a year or 
two, hue in tho end their ambitious leaders 
would find is too potent an aid to tho fur- 
therance of i heir political aspirations und 
pecuniary Interests to be used with impar- 
tiality. They would administer it with 
favoritism, aa it is administered now— as it 
has been administered by sworn prohibi- 
tionists in years past." 

Where tho prohibitory law or any other 
law is mado a political engine its impartial 
enforcement is simply an impossibility. Ac- 
cording to tho Argus neither the Republi- 
cans nor the Democrats have enforced the 
prohibitory law impartially. As any other 
party that could be elevated to power would 
be exposed to the samo influences and temp- 
tations as the old political organizations it is 
oertain thab ib would after a time become 
lax and unfaithful, and use tho law to ad- 
vance its purposes aa ita predecessors had 
done. 

Ib might bo supposed that if a prohibitory 
law could bo worked successfully in any 
country ib would be in the State of Maine. 
Mod have grown up to middlo-age under it, 
and the youth of the State, it may be assum- 
ed, have not baen demoralized by bhe liquor 
traffic. All the advantages, moral, aooial, 
and political, thab may be expect- 
ed to flow from prohibition ought 
after forty years of it to bo 
found in the State of Maine. Yet we find 
that it is not even yet honestly and effica- 
ciously administered by men who ought to 
have received all the benefits it is capable of 
conferring. Nob only is Its operation defec- 
tive but ib has been made an engine of poli- 
tical corruption, and thab to suoh an extent 
that in the interests of honest government a 
respectable and influential organ of public 
opinion advocates ita repeal. One would 
suppose thab in a prohibitionist community 
suob an artlole as that from which wo havo 
quoted would effect the Immediate ruin of 
the ablest and most firmly established news- 
paper which depended on its members for 
support. Bub tho Portland Argus, we un- 
derstand, Btill lives.

THE SITUATION IN UTAH. 

There is soon to be an eleotion in Utah on 
which its admission into the Union aa a 
State dopondB. The Republicans, by an 
alliance with the Mormons, hopojto capture 
tho new State for their party. The Gen- 
tiles are believed to bo in a majority in the 
territory, bub tho MormonB form a very 
formidable minority. It follows, then, that 
the oarty whioh gets tho support of tho 
Mormons will win tho day. It is expeotod 
that the Mormons in tho ensuing election, 
and, in faot, In all ensuing elections, will 
vote as a unit. The ground on which thie 
conclusion is bised ia the fact that with tho 
Mormone the Church Ib paramount. They have 
been in tho past required to obey urques- 
tioningly tho decrees of tho Church, and tho 
authority of tho Church is notonly absolute, 
but It is felt in every relation of life. In 
politics, in business, in his domestic ar- 
rangements, and oven in tho ordorlng of hie 
amugemonta, the Mormon acknowledges tho 
authority ot his churoh. Ib oan bo oasily 
undoratood what a tremendous influence a 
Bolld mass of voters obodiont to tho will of a 
few men must wield in a political campaign. 
Prudent citizens foar this vote, and with 
good reason. An Amorican contemporary, 
commenting on tho asoondanoy of tho Mor- 
mon churoh when Utah booomos a State, 
suyB : 

" For whon tho state shall havo boon 
oroated its sovereignty over ita looil oiliirs 
will be complete and thoro can be no inter- 
ference by the General government with tho 
State's intornal regulations. There is a 
woll grounded foar that Utah'B adminnlnn us 
a stato will enable the Mormona to throw 
around their ecclesiastical system tho pro- 
tection of state Bovoroignty, and practically 
to make churoh and stato ono and identical. ■' 

This will certainly bo tho cobo If tho Mor- 
mons romain true to their principles and con- 
tinue sound in tho faith. Tho only hope of 
thosoG entiles whoarodosirous that Utah shall 
bocomo invested with tho powers of a sta'e 
is thab tho Mormons will become impatient 
of the yoke of Mormoniam and will adopt 
gentile principles aa well aa social and poli- 
tical usages. Thoy may be auro that aa 
long aa tho Mormons by name contlnuo 
Mormons In principle they will obey 
the behests of the elders rathor than the 
commands of tho politioal bosaoa. Ib will 
be found, or we very greatly mistake, that 
tho Mormoua whon endowed with tho politi- 
cal powers of oitizona of a Stato will bo very 
differonb in many ways from the Mormons 
who aro undor territorial rule. Tho only 
way that thoy oan bo kopt from abusing 
their powers will bs by tho firmest and olos- 
ost alliance bobwoon the gentilo citizens of

The Board Discusses the Washing- 
Question, But Takes no Action 
Regarding It 

An Incurable Patient to Be Sent to 
Kamloopg-Finances-Hos' 
pital Sunday. 

The regular meottng of tho direotors of 
the Jubilee hospital last evening was at- 
tended by Joshua Davlea (proaident), H. M. 
Yates (secretary), George Byrnes, A. C. 
F-umerfelb, W. J. Dwyer, F. B. Pemher- 
ton, John Bradon, Alex. Wilson and H. D. 
Helmcken. For some time there has been 
dissatisfaction with tho manner in whioh 
the hospital washing has been done by tho 
Viotoria Bteam laundry. The direotora luBb 
evening endeavored to do tho washing in the 
boardroom. It is alleged that much of tho 
linen oomes baok from the laundry worn 
and threadbare, and some doss not come 
buok ab all Sovoral members gavo 
expert testimony on the working of the 
laundry maohinory and the probability of 
its boiug hard on the linon. Personal expe- 
riences with laundries woro oited, but this 
was cut Bhort by Mr. Helmcken, who ob- 
jaoted to the washing of dirty linen at board 
meetings. 

Mr. McCrimmon, of the Victoria laundry, 
stated that tho linen said to bo abused in 
the laundry was worn out and torn before it 
came to his establishment Hia contention 
waa thut the hospital matron was out in her 
calculations if she said that alio did not ro- 
coivo aa many pleooa back from the laundry 
aa were sent. Ho produced a number of 
lists showing that more pieces had been re- 
turned to the hospital than tho hospital lists 
called for. 

The matter waa laid over. 

The report of Dr. Richardson roapoating 
tho purchase of laundry machinery was read, 
BOttiDg out that it would cost §1,400 deliv- 
ered on the dock at Viotoria, duty nob paid. 
The building necessary would be 70 x 40 
feet, ono floor, with a loan-to for an engine 
room, in this connection the Doctor Bug- 
gosted that in tho interval a small building 
should be ereoted and tho washing bo dono 
on the premises. This he estimated could 
be done for $50 per month und effect a con- 
siderable saving iu the matter of hoapital 
linon. 

This was referred to the oommittee hav- 
ing tho matter in hand. 

The case of Moses Webb, tho incurable 
Bent from the Old Men's Home to the hos 
pital, received considerable attention. Mo- 
ses is in a dropsical ooudition and is not a 
desirable patient. Ho will be sent baok to 
the Old Men's Home, the impression bjlng 
that tho hospital waa boing imposed upon, 

Monthly salaries amounting to $557 15 
were passed und ordered to bo paid. 

Tho report of the speoial committee on 
finance waa received. A copy will bo fur- 
nished to the treasurer and the oommittee 
will aontlnuo their inquiry in order to bring 
the statement of finances dawn to Octo- 
ber 31. 

On the suggestion of Mr. Flumerfelb the 
directors decided to fix upon the Sunday im- 
mediately following Thanksgiving day as 
hospital Sunday. The various churches 
will be asked to co-operate with tho board In 
this rcspeob.

Judgment In Restraint of Any Action Affect- 
ing Her Register or Ownership. 

In tho aotion of John Clark, jr., v. F. B. 
Pomberton and Robert Ward & Company, 
Limited Liability, Mr. Justice Drake yes- 
torday grunted an injunction restraining 
Robert Ward & Company, Limited, from In 
any way dealing with or disposing of the 
sealing schooner Enterprise, so as to t fleet 
her register or ownership pending the trial 
of the aotion, Mr. A. L. Bolyea appeared 
for the plilntitT ; Hon. A.N. Richards, Q 
C, and Hon. C. E. I'ooley, Q C, for tho de- 
fondunts Ward & Co. 

Tho facte of the caoo as disclosed in the 
affidavits road yoBterday are aB follows : 
Tho plaintiff John Clark, junior, purchased 
tlio EuterprUo at shorifl'd salo on Dec. 28, 
1S94, for $(i 500 and immediately afterwards 
borrowtd §1,000 from E. M. Johnson on tho 
aocurity of a mortgage on tho vessel. On 
tho following day Robort Ward & Co., Ltd., 
obtained an iDjunotion to provont John 
Clark, jr., from in any way dealing with 
tho snip until tho trial cf an action brought 
to dotormino whether or not the exocutlon 
undor which tho seizure was made, was 
valid, and CUrk now chimn that in conse- 
quence of this ir junction boing grantod ho 
was unable to make any arrangement to pay 
off rha mirtgage. 

Whon tho mortgage matured on January 
17, 1895, only two weeks afterwards, Clark 
did not repay tho loon, and Robb. Ward & 
Co., Ltd., then negotiated with E. M. John- 
son for the purchase of tho mortgugo and 
succooded in buying it for tho amount duo. 
Ward & Co. paid E M. Johnson tbo monoy,

Frees Himself From Fleshly lncum 
brances in Order to Join 
His Wife; 

Sometime Saturday night, in pursuance of 
a carefully arranged plan, Archibald Turner, 
to use hia own expression, " drew night's 
curtain over the scene of this life," and with 
the assistance of two ounoes of chloral 
"crossed over the bar to the morning land of 
the spirit's home." No confuaion attended 
the circumstances of his going. For several 
diys last week he employed hinuclf in 
calmly settling up hia earthly affairs, re- 
ferring repeatedly in so doiDg to a journey 
which ho contemplated making. 

For thirty-three years Archibald Turner 
resided in Victoria, known to all his ao- 
quaintanoes as a oheorful tempered, straight- 
forward citizen, and, if remarkable at all, 
only for his pronounood spiritualistic belief. 
For several years he lived a happy, 
unevontful life at 02 Fornwood roud, 
jyhich was only interrupted by his 
wife's illness and subsequent death fivo 
week's ago from cancer of the breast. 
Since this bereavement Turner has been very 
muoh downcast, and from events transpiring 
during the past week it is ovldont that he 
contemplated joining his wife in tho spirit 
world. A few days ago an advertisement 
appeared in tho Colonist offering $1,500 to 
loan. Among those who applied for tho J 
money offerod was Archibald Turn- H 

professed his intent/'-. ' . . "'• , 
ion ,„ . ■-. -«oi making a long 

. ...ey anu offerod his home at the corner 
of Fornwood r&nd and Pandora avenuo as 
deOurlty for the monoy advanood. This was 
accepted, and the loan was made through 
the office of Messrs. Pemberton & Co. Tur- 
ner's nexb move was to call upon Thomas 
Alexandor, his milkman, 101 North Pem- 
broke street, He paid ths amount wwing 
for milk and at the samo time requested 
Alexander, in oase ho should find the pre- 
vious day's milk not taken into the house, 
to notify the neighbors that Boinet&tng was 
wrong. Ho was lonely and all alone in the 
world and did not know what might happen. 

Simeon Duok also received a call from 
Turner on Thursday or Friday, when Turner 
handed him hia will, and requesting Duck'a 
address received the same upon a piece of 
paper. This was perhaps the laBt timo 
Turner was seen alive. 

Yesterday morning at 7 o'olook when 
Alexander oalled at 02 Fornwood road, the 
milk delivered Sunday morning was still 
outside. He remembered the old man's in- 
atruotions and notified Joseph Blackburn, a 
neighbor, that something was wrong at tho 
Turner cottage. When he had finished his 
morning delivery heroturned about 9 o'clock 
and together with Mr. Blaokburn entered 
Turner's house by tho side door. Every- 
thing was in order, but in tho littlo dining 
rooiT 1 half reolining upon the lounge lay the 
body of Tur ,er > attired ready for burial in a 
neat black suit. On a small table wore 
writing materials and three small bottleB 
containing aoonite and chloral. The police 
wero at onco noblfied; but the finders of the 
body had discovered the trogedy only ft few 
minutes before the morning post made W. 
J. Hatma acquainted with the hot of Tor- 
ner's decease! The letter waB written \- 
good easy hand. I'° oontenta will show 
that the author's reasoning faoultie* wer»_ 
unimpaired, and like two others of a Similar 
nature, it outlines hia hopoa and concep- 
tions of the future spirit world : 

62 Febswood Road, Victoria, B C. 
Mr. W. J- Hanna— Daar Sir— My objoot 
in writing theae fow lineB to you h to give 
you a few directions in regard to my mor- 
tal remains," thiB house of clay In which I 
have lived so long, bub which I now put 
aside aa a soiled and worn-out garment, for 
which I havo no further use. Should 
I be successful in the Btep whioh 
I am about to make, I wish you 
to look after my body ; to place it In a 
oaBket the same as my wife's; to have 
It interred in the same plot alongside of 
hers. Enclosed you will find the receipt 
and deed for the Bame. After the funeral is 
over I wish you to destroy deed, there is 
no one else that haB any olalm on that plot. 
Enolosed you will find §120, which I hope 
will be sufficient to pay you for the troublo 
I have put you to. I hope this step which 
I am about to tako will prove suoooasful, a 
I would be sadly disappointed should I 
again rnturn to consciousness on this side of 
life. I feel as a priaonor hero now, aa a bird 
confined by bars, anxious and deslrom for 
greater liberty and freedom, and oh 1 to bo 
again with those I loved here. I an bo oir- 
oumstanced that having no ties to earth, 
that all attraotions are upward, that death 
coining in any form is only a glad good bye 
to oart.h I will say no more, hoping to re 
now in the morning of tho spirit's home the 
acquaintance begun on earth. Until then 
I will nay good-bye, A. Turnkk 

The samo post brought Simoon Duck a 
short note from Turner asking him to call at 
62 Fornwood road whoro he would find a lot 
tor addressed to him on a small table. Tho 
letter was there when ho called. The hand 
writing was tho samo as that of the two let- 
ters which wore posted ; ita contents were : 

02 Fernwood Road, 
Aa I am contemplating taking a journoy, 
and may not bo able to Bee or hoar from you 
again for some timo, I therefore embraco 
this opportunity of addressing theBe fow 
llnoa to you. I foar that I am Intruding too 
much on your good nature by again asking 
you to do me a favor, but I oannob attend to 
it mysolf, unlesa I happon to be so unfortu- 
nate as nob to be able to aooomplish what I 
am about to undertake. I ha?o a few iriondo 
in tho old oountry whom I doBire to help a 
littlo by sending them a small token of ro 
mombrance by way of a little money. ] 
have sent drafts of exchange and asked them 
to send an acknowledgment. In oase any 
thing should happon tho firat there is a 
Bocond of exchange whioh can be Boot ; 
enclosed you will find thorn. I would like 
if you would call at the poat office occasion 
ally, and should any letter come not ackno wl 
odging the firsb of exchange, to please 
forward bhe second to the address of tho 
party writing, and you will confer a great 
favor on your old friond, who may perhapB 
bo conscious of it. 

And now I may state horo that on account 
of tho change that haa taken place in my 
destiny of late, I foel that I can tako no fur 
thor interest in life, that my usefulness hero 
ia at an end. All seems to mo now as with 
crod ioavoa, whose soul and subaianoo 
has evaporated in the greab ccaan of Bpaoo, 
All tho sunlight has dropped out of my ox- 
iatonoe sines that fondono, that made life a 
joy and blessing, that atrowed my path with 
ounahlne and gladneBS, has passed away. I 
seem now but aa a prisoner in whoso firma- 
ment there is not ouo ray of hope or light on 
this aide of| life ; nothing but gloom, 1 oneli- 
neai and sadnoss.

finO avoid misapprehension on tho part of 
porsons who proposo to Introduce Private 
Bills at tho next session of tho LoRlalature, tho 
Spoakor has directed tho publication of tho 
following ruling, which explains tho distinct- 
ive charactor of sucli measures: 

Every Bill for tho particular Intoreat or ben- 
efit of any porson or porsons la treated In Par- 
liament aa a Prlvato BUI. Whothor It bo for 
tho intorest of an individual, a public company 
or corporation, a city or municipality, or other 
locality, it is equally distinguished from a 
measuro of public policy, in which the wliolo 
community aro Interested; and this distinc- 
tion is marked by tho solicitation of Prlvato 
Bills by tho parties thomsolvea whoso intorests 
aro concornod. By tho standing orders of tho 
Houao all Prlvato Bills, or Bills to nmend tho 
samo, aro required to bo brought In upon peti- 
tion, and tho paymont of fees by tho promotorB 
Is an Indisponsablo condition to their progress, 
Publio Bills to amend Prlvato Bllla can bo in- 
troduced by n momber of tho Government, but 
not by a prlvato member.

Contra .(letory Announcements Regarding; the 
Treaty With Chtiin-An Opinion Re- 
garding th« United States.

Germany, he Bays, 
waB tc have conossaions of land at tho treaty 
ports of Hankow and Tientsin, to 
Franoo were to bo granted certain privileges 
in Southeast China, while Russia was to be 
allowed to extend her railway system to Port 
Arthur." 'Che Becond ground for believing 
tbo report to bo correct is found in a de 1 
Bpatch to the Dally Telegraph from Vionua, 
published to-day, giving tho nutliaa of an 
intetviow with a well known RuBBian states- 
man, who practically admiia the truth of 
the news telegraphed from Hongkong 
the Timea.

1 3 Is 
aaBerted by Russian officials that no euch 
treaty has been concluded botwoon the gov- 
ernments of Russia and China, and it ia fur- 
ther usaerted by them that tho Russian gov- 
ornmont is not animated by an anti- English 
feeling in Its policy in connection with the 
Far East.

San Francisco, Oot. 28 —No information 
has boon reoeived from tho overduo vessel 
bound from this city to foroign porta. While 
thero Is still hope of hearing from tho Lord 
Spencer, which left hore 200 days ago for 
Quoenstown, lb Ib not beliovod that the Star 
of Austria, bound for Queeustown, and tho 
Earl of Hopoloun, will ever be heard from 
again. Although Che Lord Braaaoy has been 
out 82 days from Hongkong to Port Blako 
loy, her absence le accounted for by tho faot 
that sho is a light ahip with a foul bottom. 
Moro interest) is centered in tho Lord Spen- 
cer than any vesBol whloh ovor sailed from 



this port. When ib waa announced that the 
British underwriter wore cfforir,g 80 pt r 
oent. for her reinsurance there was a rush 
bo get somo e,f the risks and the effjr of the 
British underwriters made bujinees brisk for 
tho broktrB. No overdua vessel haa for 
many years opened up ao many transactions 
as the Lord Speuoer. Should she fail to ar- 
rive at her destination tho shipping and in- 
auranoe men of thia city will be badly 
beaten. If, however, the Lord Spencer 
turns up within tho next few days thousands 
of dollars will bo raked in by the specu- 
lators. 

AWFUL REVENGE. 

How Cuban Insurgents Dealt With a Man 
Whom They Suspected of Treachery. 

Key West, 1 la., Oit. 28.— Letters from 
Cuba Btate that tho insurgents have taken 
awful revengo on Rouge Corral, whom they 
Buspeoted of troaohory. Corral waa mayor 
of a town near Cionfugoa, and professed de- 
votion to tho patrio'.io cause. The insur- 
gent leaders ueed him aB a medium of 
communication with frlonda in tho United 
States. Recontly tho insurgents learned 
that Corral had boon corrupted by Span- 
ish agents and had boon playing traitor. 
Tuesday morning tho corpse of the mayor 
was found outaido the gatca of tho town. 
Ha had been hacked to death with swords 
and decapitated, Pinned to his breast was 
a Oird reading : " So parish all traitors to 
Cuba." 

New York, Out. 28 —Tho World to- 
morrow will say : " Oarloa Manuel do Cea- 
pedeB, son of the first president of the 
Cuban provincial republic of twenty years 
ago, ia upon the high soas upon a secret ex- 
pedition whioh ho expects to land in Cuba 
in a few daya. Ho is aoconipanied by near- 
ly 100 6nthuBiastio young men, all armed, 
who have dotormined to tight the Spaniards 
for Cuba's liberation. Tho expedition waB 
quietly fitted oub in this oity during the 
past throo months, and no money was 
spared to make it a success. It Btarted 
from the Delaware river early last week 
The vesaol whioh oarriea the men to Cuba is 
a large echooner of the clipper style, fitted 
with rapid firing guns. She has in her hold 
500 Wincheater and Remington rifleB, 100,- 
000 cartridges, two Gatling guns, 500 ma- 
ohetea, and half a ton of dynamite. The 
men who accompany Ceapedea are well 
drilled and uniformed. Upon arrival in 
Cuba they expect to join the regular revo- 
lutionary army undor Goneral Gomez.
